_ ENGINE AND BRAKES MANNED BY RAIL 
ROADERS AMONG THE MARCHERS. 


There Are Between 400 and 500 Men in 
This Contingent and They Had Been 
Encamped at Butte for Several Days— 
Failing to Pesacefully Arrange for 
Transportation They Resorted to Un“ 
lawful Means—Coxey's Troops Escort- 
ed br Deputies. 


Sr. Part, Minn., April 4. — The Coxeyites 
at Butte, Mont., broke into the Northern Fa- 
cific round-house last night, seized an engine 
apd train, manned them from their own 
numder and started kast at forty miles an 
hour. 

There are between 400 and 500 men in this 
Dranch of the industrial army and they have 
been campea at Butte, Mont., for several 
Gays while their leaders were trying to ar- 
range for transportation. They had been 
refused and the men came to the conclusion 
that if they wanted a train they must take 
it, and proceeded to do so. 

The army includes men of all occupations, 
including some rallroaders, and last night 
the Northern Pacific round-house at Butte 
was broken into, an engine fired up and run 
out, a train made up, the army marched 
aboard, and then a train crew of the sol- 
diers’’ took charge of the train and started 
east at the best speed possible. 

At midnight they reached Bozeman, where 
théy stopped for the break of day, intending 
to resume their journey at once. 

The Northern Pacific oficiais inthiscity, 
from whom these facts have been learned 
say there is nothing to stop them until near 
Livingston, where a small washout will 
cause some delay.

ESCORTED BY DEPUTY SHERIFFS. 
MIDDLETON, Md., April 24.—The escort of 
Geputy Sheriffs promised bythe Frederick 
County authorities met the Coxey Common- 
wealers at Bolivar Heights to-day just after 
they passed through Turner’s Gap. The 
Geputies were all armed and mounted, mak- 
ing a formidable array. 

The army marched by in silence, Browne 
being atthe head of the line. The escort 
will accompany the army to the county line. 

The people declare that fit is a needless ex- 
pense, but Mayor Fleming of Frederick is 
very bitter against the army and declares 
that he will see them safely out of the county 
if it costs a $1,000, which ts about the ex- 
penses that the army will incur. Three hun- 
dred men, the largest nun,ber since the army 
loft Massillon, censtituted the main division 
ofthe Coxey Commonweal on its march out of 
Booresboro. The party camped within sight 
of the battleground of South Mountain and 
several of the men have dug up bullets on the 
field where camp was pitcned. 

The march carried the party over to an- 
other part of the battlegrourgd and through 
Turner’s Gap. One of the conspicuous points 
on the line was Washington’s monument, a 
rough, white stone structure, built by the 
Freemasons on the summit of the mountain, 
Jt was saluted with three cheers by the army. 

Another point of interest was cheered, the 
handsome summer residenca of Mrs, Made- 
line H. Dahlgrin, the talented Washington 
authoress, whose mountain eyrie is perched 
gust on the county line that runs over the 
mountain. 


GEN. KFLLY’'S BRIGADE. 

WaLwnutT, lo., April 24.—Kelly’s industrial 
army reached here at noon to-day, and after 
@ hasty luncheon marched on to Atlantic, 
where they are due at 6 o’clock. Ihe start 
at Avoca was about 9 o'clock. The populace 
turned out en masse to bid the commonweal- 
ers good-by. 

Ihe wagons that had brought the men from 
Neola returned last night and to-day twenty- 
six fresh teams, rurnished by the farmers in 
the adjacent country, were driven into camp 
at Avoca and loaded with Commonwealers. 
The vehicies could hold oniy about half the 
men, and every five miles along the road 
shifts were made to allow all the men to take 
advantage of the transportation. 

As the army came down the steep hill and 
marched into Walnut it was received with 
the same cordial welcome which has charac- 
terized the receptions since it left Council 
Bluffs. The town officials bade Kelly wel- 
come andthe townspeople furnished plenty 
of enthusiasm and provisions. 

The stop here was brief and the army was 
goon on its way again for Atiantic. The 
Gistance from Avoca is twenty miles. The 
farmers greeted the men on the march with 
words of encouragement, and now and then 
a well-filled provision wagon wheeled into 
line amid grateful cheers from the men.

Secretary Euston Explains Why the Lin- 
seed oil Co. Expected the Action.

With reference tothe petition of Mr. L. A. 
Coquard of this city, in the United States 
Circuit Court at ( hicago, for a receiver for 
the National Linseed 0 Co., Mr. Alex. 
Euston, Secretary of the company sald this 
afternoon: 


„We have been anticipating this suit for 
sometime. Mr. Coguard a month or two ago 
proposed that the company purchase his 
nolding of stock, but was informed that the 
company has norightto buy its own stock, 
and that if any were wanted it could be had 
in the open market. He intimated at 
that time that if we did not take the stock 
within a reasonable period he would apply 
for a receiver. He stands credited on our 
books with 100 shares, I believe, and his price 
was 70, while the market price was 20. 1 
suppose the company’s lawyers will 
look after his suit. At all events, 
if there is anything wrong about the 
proposed issue of bonds I should be glad to 
see Mr. Coquard find it out, for 1 intend tak- 
ing some of those bonds myself.“ 

Mr. Coquard has figured as plaintiff in sev- 
eral suits of the same character us the pres- 
ent—one against the Third National bank 
and another against the Laclede Gas 
Co., Which were both successful, and 
one against the Elizabeth Mining Co. that 
failed. He claims to bold 800 shares of Lin- 
seed Oil stock, of a par value of $100, and 
market value of $20 a share. The market 
price of what he claims to hold Is therefore 
$6,000, and his alleged demand, $21,000. 

‘The issue of bonds proposed by the Linseed 
Ol Trust is unsecured—amounting, in fact, 
to an issue of preferred stock.

MORE TRAINS. 


Merchants Make Their Argu- 
ments to Railroad Men. 


Important Conference Held To-Day at 
the Noonday Club. 


. 


GEO. R. LEIGHTON’S STRONG POINTS IN 
FAVOR OF AK AFTERNOON SERVICE. 


He Shows That the St. Louis Roads, to 
Their Own Loss, Have Not Kept Pace 
With the Commeroial Progress of the 
City—Seatiment of the Railroad Han- 
agers. 


To-day at 11 o’clock the conference of rail- 
road managers and representatives of the 
commercial interests on the subject of Im- 
proved service for St. Louis, east and west, 
was held, pursuant to announcement. 

The railroad men attending were General 
Manager ©. H. Chappell of the Chicago & 
Alton; Vice-President and General Manager 
Chas. M. Hays of the Wabash, 
General Manager W. B. Dod - 
drige of the Missouri Pacific, General 
Manager W. O. Brown of the Burlinsten, 
General Superintendent H. I. Miller of the 
Vandalia, and Vice-President J. T. Harahan 
of the Illinois Central, The Commercial 
Club was represented by its special com- 


mittee, consisting of 8. M. Kennard, Chair- 
man; Col. George E. Leighton, E. ©. Sim- 
mons, E. H. Hitchcock and R. 8. Brookings. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. Kennard 
who presented in general terms the origin o 


the movement, the action taken by the Com- 


mercial Club and the prompt recognition and 
response of the business men of st. Louis. 
He called on Col. Leighton to present the 
subject more pee me fi 

Col. Leighton thanked the railroad men for 
their disposition shown to meet the repre- 
sentatives of the business interests and fairly 
consider the subject. Then he proceeded to 
make the city’s claims for better service. 


COL. LEIGHTON’S ARGUMENT. 

The present arrangement, he contended, 
is not based upon the needs and eonvenience 
of St. Louis, but upon connections solely. 
The people here do not ask that these should 
de ignored, but the St. Louis traffic is large 


enough to receive some consideration on its 
own merits, at least tothe extent of partof 
the service. The St. Louis situation is 
peculiar. No large city has anything like its 
restricted service in time of departure, and 
even smaller cities are more favored. 

Col. Leighton then took upthe Boston and 
New York service,and the New York and 
Washington service, showing a distribution 
of trains throughout the day. 

‘*For st. Louis,“ he said, ‘‘there is practi- 
cally but one traina day to Chicago, and one 
to Kansas City. The numder of trains is 
large enough, nine to Kansas City and eight 
to Chicago, but running as they do on practi- 
cally the same time they are of no more 
value to the St. Louis public than if there 
were but one.’’ 

The same was true ofthe st. Louis and 
New York service, For the business mien, 
though several routes and many trains, 
there is but onetraina — * practically, the 
nighttrain. Trains by different routes leave 
together and arrive together. Happily, we 
have the promise of an early correction of 
this by the Big Four. . 


HOW OTHER CITIES FARE. 
Chicago has trains to New York at 10:30 a. 
m., 2, 8, (and s p. m., and two after 11 p. m. 
Cincinnati has trains to Cleveland at noon, 


and Cleveland has trains to Pittsburg at 11 
and la. Logisville has trains to Cincinnati 
and to Ind-ana polis about noon. 

We do not ask the same numberof trains 
as Chicago or New Lork or Boston. We do 
not ask any increase of trains, but a read- 
justment among the roads to avold so much 
duplicatiun of service in a way to afford 
greater convemence. The 9 o’clock a. m. 
train has noadvantage whatever over the 
7 o’clock to the business man, and neither of 
them meet his wants. For him there is only 
the night train. 

There is nocity inthe country where this 
duplication exists so completely as in St. 
Louls. One has ample choice of route, but 
practically no choice of time. 


RAILROAD PECPLE INCONSIDERATE. 

The position assumed by some of the rall- 
roads towards St. Louis is, I will not say un- 
friendly, but inconsiderate and unsound 
from a business point of view. They say that 
the Dusiness will not warrant increased ac- 
commodation because there are several 
roads all competing for each passenger, and 


we can have no train unless there is business 
enough for four trains. The statement has 
been made to me Dy an anonymous let. 
ter, probably from a ticket broker, that the 
business men bad better confine themselves 
to groceries and dry goods and hardware, 
and let the railroads manage their own busi- 
ness. Now as one ofthe business men of St. 
Louls, I do not assent to that statement. I 
do not professto know as much about the 
details of operation, but with a connection 
of thirty years with railroads, ana after a 
protracted not altogether 
unsuccessful, sources of 
revenue, the of development 
and decline of a good many roads, I feel that 
lhavearight to express an opinion, and if 
have that right I would say that in my 
judgment, not competition, but the senseless 
character of most of the competition among 
railroads, has been at the root of the misfor- 
tunes which have overtaken s0 many. 

The position is not sound that there should 
be no change in the train service, and we 
should not have one train, until there is 
business enough for three or four. The post- 
tion is not sound from a business standpoint, 
that if one road makes a change oftime, all 
the roads must at once make the 
same change. Me recognize the necessary 
competition of each road fora fair share of 
the whole volume of business, but that does 
not imply a competition foreach shipment 
of groceries, or for each individual passen- 
ger. It does not follow that a fair share of 
the whole volume is not reached if one 
road emphasizes the attraction of its 
serviee to the through business, another 
to the local, that one addresses it 
self to the commercial needs, another 
to the emigrant or casual traveler, that one 
catches more ofthe travel from the West 
another more of the travel from the South. 
We recognize the difficulties occasioned by 
the absurd and senseless prohibition of pool- 
ing by the interstate commerce act, but they 
are not insuperable. 


RATE CUTTING LIMITED, 

The roads have tried, without any particu- 
lar success to boast of, the competition which 
comes from cutting rates until they are now 
doing a large service without adequate com- 


pensation. The rate cutting business cannot 
go much further, either in freight or pas- 
— without involving all in general dis- 
aster. l

VERY NEAR DEATH 


— 


Editor Frank Hatton of Washington 
Attacked With Total Paralysis. 


HE WAS AT WORK AT HIS DESK WHEN 
STRICKEN DOWN. 


At Once Removed tothe Emergency Hos- 
pital for Immediate Medical Attend 
ance— The Attack Regarded as Very 
Nerious—Sketch of His Life and Work. 


Wasninoros, D. C., April 2#4.—Frank Hat- 
ton, one of the proprietors and editors of the 
Washington Post, was stricken with total 
paralysis this afternoon while at work at his 
desk and has been removed tothe Emer- 
gency Hospital. The attack is very serious. 

Mr. Hatton started in life as a printer’s 
apprentice, his brother at the time being the 
editor and publisher of the Cadiz (O0. Repub- 
lican. Frank became foreman and local ed- 
itor of this journal, and when the war came 
on in 1861 he joined the 98th Ohio Infantry 
and served in the Army of the Cumbefand, 
becoming First Lieutenant of his company. 

After thecloseof the war Hatton went to 
Iowa and soon became part proprietor and 
editor of the Hawkeye at Burlington. Heat 
once entered into politics and became a 
leader of the Republicans in that State. In 
1881 he was appointed Assistant Postmaster- 
General by President Arthur, and be- 
came known throughout the country 
as a Republican politician. He 
served _until 1884, when the retirement 
of Gresham as Postmaster-General placed 
him in that position as the Indlanian’s suc- 
cessor. He served throughout Arthur’s ad- 
ministration. 

From 1882 until 1884 Mr. Hatton was con- 
nected with the National Republican, but in the 
summer of the latter year he wentto 8228 
and took charge ofthe Mail. From there he 
came back to Washington and assumed edi 
torial control of the Washington Post. Mr. 
Hatton zhas made many friends in Washing- 
ton among legislators and politicians of all 
parties. 


BOCK BEER CHLOROFORMEBS. 


The Complaining Witness Failed to Pros- 
ecute—Paxson’s Cases. 

The cases against James Hogan, Dennis 
Leary and Red Kiely,charged with disturb- 
ing the peace, were dismissed inthe Second 
District Police Court this moraing as the 
prosecuting witness, Charles Dorner, failed 
to appear.

Mr, Clover was again seen, 
and when informed of Judge d Mor- 
ris’ statement with regard to 
the dismissalofthe Wah case said: ‘‘Well, 
then, it must have been done on the recom- 
mendation of the police.“ 

Capt. Sam Boyd, when seen, stated that 
the reason the case against Sam Wah, the 
keeper of the joint, was dismissed was owing 
to the fact that there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to convict him. In order to secure a 
conviction it is necessary to prove that the 
dope sold was either oplum or hasheesh, 
and in making the raid only one card with 
the pillon it was secured. This, Capt. Boyd 
says, was too small forthe City Chemist to 
analyze, as in a former case where the con- 
tents from three ofthese cards were given 
Dr. Teichmann, hesaid the quantity was 
too small for a proper analysis. Capt. Boyd 
claimed that he did not recommend the dis- 
missal, Dut that was not necessary, since the 
City Attorney Knew there was no evidence in

Maintenance Contracts. 


ASE A RECONSIDERATION OF THE ACTION 
AWARDING THEM, 


Quite a Delegation Before the Board of 
Public Infprovemente To-Day—As 
They Enjoy None of the Boulevard 
Lew Frivileges They Object to Being 

™ Charged for Them—City Hall. 


A representative delegation of property.- 
owners from Washington and Delmar boule- 
vards appeared before the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements this morning to re- 
quest & reconsideration of the action of the 
Doard in awarding the maintenance con- 
tracts. There were in the party Messrs. Geo. 
W. Parker, J. J. O'Fallon, J. D. Thompson, 
B. J. Taussig, E. S. Abadie, G. B. Simpkins, 
D. R. Wolf, Gen. John Boyle, Geo. Burnet 
and A. H. Kirchner. Mr. Geo. W. Parker 
stated the object of the visit and contended 
thatthe special tax bilis which would be 


issued against them for maintenace would 
virtuatly be the imposition of a double tax, 
for which they would receive no benefits, 
He explainea that the boulevard law 
nad not deen enforced in many 
of its provisions on these streets 


and asthe property owners were receiving 
no benefit it wasunjust to expect them to 
pay extra special taxes. 

Mr. B. J. Taussig followed Mr. Parker and 
requested the board to stay its action uatil 
such as the proper measures 
nad taken by the city 
authorities tc enforce the provisions 
ot the law. It was shown that the building 
line provision in tne law had been declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, and 
that the Court of Criminal Correction had 
failed to enforce the provision relating to 
heavy hauling on the boulevards. The pro- 
Vision prohibiting the erection of business 
houses had also been taken into the courts 
and was still pending. 

On the other band, it was argued that 
some portions ot these boulevards were in a 
very uUncleanly condition, and to delay the 
award of the contracts meant to delay the 
Cleaning of them. It was then inti- 
mated to the board that the letting 
of the contracts would only mean in all 
probablilty so mann law sults forthe con- 
tractors on the special tax bills. The prop- 
erty owners could not consider them just un- 
der the circumstances, and they would be 
fought in the courts. 

President VcMath stated that the con- 
tracts had already been awarded, but were 
not signed yetand thateven if they were, 
they had to be approved by the City Council). 

After some further talk, in which most of 
the gentlemen had somethingto say on the 
subject, the matter was taken under advise- 
ment by the board, 

The delegation intimated thatif the board 
held to its original action the matter would 
De ventilated in the City Council! when the 
contracts came up for approval.

| Serotcally Fell Asleep With the Fieg in 


Mis Bosom. 


Gen. W. R. Cox. ; 

Among the volunteer soldiers of either 
army of our country, of one origin and with 
common dspirations, bravery was the rule 
and cowardice the exception. Therefore, 
while disclaiming any purpose of making 
unjust comparisons, I venture to chronicle 
the acts of a private soldier belonging to my 
regiment (24 Norfh Carolina State Troops), 


with which It am familiar. 

Young Barnes of Wilson County, at the first 
call by the Governor of his State for volun- 
teers, though hardly 18 years of age, 
promptly enlisted for the war. He was a 
singularly handsome youth, tall, erect, with 
ruddy cheeks, brown hair. hazel eyes and 
fair asa woman. His grave manner, earnest- 
ness of purpose and soldierly bearing early 
attracted attention. A count youth, he 
had been denied the benefits of any educa- 
tion, savg that of the most elementary char- 
acter. is defect stood asa bar to promo- 
tion, notwithstanding his recognized gal- 
lantry andthe severe wounds which here 
ceived in the very front of his eommand. 

The most Gangerous post in any army dur- 
ing a battle is that of color or flau- bearer. 
The flag. in drill or battle, is used for pur- 

alignment as well as a signa! of 
victory or defeat. Its loss may not only 
w the troops into confusion, but in any 
event is accompanied with a sense of humili- 
ation. Hence the heaviest fire is concen- 
trated upon the part of the line where it is 
seen and the most deadly struggles take 
place for its retention and its possession. 

The authorities at Richmond, recognizing 
the importance of the position and the dan- 
ger that accompanied it, made it a subject of 
emulation by creating the office of Ensign 
with the rank of Lieutenant, and directed 
that the bravest and most-approved soldiers 
should be directed to fillthe office, By com- 
mon consent Private Barnes was accorded 
the high distinction by his commanding om 
cers as worthy of this promotion. He was 
already a veteran in the service, as his scars 
and Wr attested, though still a mere 
youth, 

The battle of Chancellorville was fought on 
a Deautiful Sabbath. On the preceding day 
there were many troops hotly engaged, yet 
the decisive battle was on that beautiful Sun- 
day in May. 

My command was to the right of the Chan- 
cellorsville House. At the early dawn we 
were moving into action, and after driving 
the enemy from several breastworksin our 
front had broken their lines though they still 
held position on our fanks, thus exposing us 
not only toadirect, but likewisetoa severe 
infllade fire from the rigut. In this bloody 
angle the struggle became so desperate be- 
fore the enemy was dislodged, that I left 
upon the field half of my men, while not a 
tree the size ofa man’s arm but had one or 
more marks of the deadly confict in which we 
engaged, for notonly bullets, but grape and 
shrapnel had been employed. 

It was here the subject of this sketch gave 
up his young life under the most heroic cir- 
cumstances. From the commencement of the 
blinding fire the eyesof his command had 
rested upon him. Boldly, defiantly, proudly 
he pressed on, with the cross of st. Andrew's 
(our battle fag) waving above us, until all of 
the color guards were killed or disabled by 
wounds, yethe yielded not his purpose to 
carry in triumph atthe cost of his life that 
guerdon to victory. Heknew that the flag 
must foatinthe eyes of his comrades, and 
deliberately, fearlessly and heroically he 
gave up his life to a sense of duty. 

Just before victory perched upon the silken 
folds he loved so well, and while pressing to 
the front, he fell mortally wounded. The 
fear that his colors might fall into the hands 
of the foe nerved his dying hanas, and, while 
his life was flowing fast, hetoreitfrom the 
staff, thrust it in his bosom, crimsoned with 
the life blood that was gushing from the 
wound, turned over on his face and heroic- 
ally fell asleep on his flag. 

Ail this was done bya private, of humble 
position in life, with no property to defend 
save his rights asa man. His was a soul as 
noble and grand as that of a Baynra ora 
Nelson, or other heroes whose deeds of fame 
are emblazoned on the pages of history.

As far as the matter went nothing serious 
resuited in the exchange of artificial limbs 
for pads, but identification of the defenaant 
might have been defied had the case gone to 
trial. An investigation was made of the affair 
and Rider, when seen again, reiterated the 
charge. He said that Jail Guards Lehman 
and John Armstrong were the two men who 
brought Haley to his cell to have him fitted 
out with pads, and declares that he has re- 
ceived no compensation therefor, but on the 
contrary is kept locked up in bis cell without 
the privileges of the floor. 

GUARDS ADMIT IT. 

The two guards who superintended the ap- 
plication of the pads to Haley’s body when 
asked about the matter do not deny that 
they had the pads made for him, but they 


claim it was not done to defeat the ends of 
—" but was simply intended asa trick or 
oke.

He says there 
is no excuse for his belug deprived of the 
privileges of the floor, but the jail officials 
claim that Rider is unruly and has been in 
the habit of destroying Diankets to 
make pillows for prisoners.

The veto of the Stone milk bill opens the 
way to a solution of the vexed question of 
the regulation of the milk trade which 
will be satisfactory alike to the people and 
to honest dealers. 

The opposition of the Post-Dispatca to 
that bill was prompted solely by a desire 
to protéct the public from the dangers of 
unwholesome milk. The measure was 
framed with reckless disregard of sanitary 
precaution. It let down the bars to un- 
scrupulous dairymen and dealers, and was 
without the safeguards against the sale of 
impure milk which are demanded for the 
preservation of the public health. 

The rigid guarding of the public health 
isa vital point in any legislation for the 
regulation of the milk trade. Without 
such gafeguards the health of the families, 
the lives of the children in the city may 
be endangered by reckless and conscience- 
less dealers. Disease and death must not 
be allowed to lurk in the dairies and the 
milk cans which supply the people, The 
consumers are wholly dependent upon 
good laws and rigidly enforced regulations 
for protection in this matter. 

But in protecting the people from un- 
wholesome milk the greatest care should 
be taken not to hamper the honest milk 
trade more than is necessary. It must not 
be burdened with unjust and unneeded 
restrictions.. No opportunity for merely 
hampering regulations or petty persecu- 

should be permitted to creep into 
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of the Municipal Assembly , 
selves to be misled ‘by ‘lobbyists 
and unscrupulqus interests. Chief 
Sanitery Officer Francis announces 
his readiness to prepare a measure which 
will be satisfactory from both a sanitary 
and commercial standpofnt. The Mayor 
favors such a measure and would undoubt- 
edly epprove it. Nothing but unpardona- 
ble subservience to improper influences on 
the part ot a majority of one or both 
branches of the Municipal Assembly could 
prevent the adoption of a law of this kind. 
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CAUSE AND EFFECT. 


The charge that Coxey paternalism is an 
imitation of tariff paternalism is only half 
the truth. It isnot merely an imitation 
but an inevitable consequence. ' 

The protective policy builds up great in- 
dustries at the expense of the country. 
It creates artificial prosperity and abnor- 
mal activity. The first effects are large 
profits and high wages, the natural result 
of which is a rush of capital and labor into 
the favored industries. Then reaction 
follows as the night the day, Labor is un- 
protected and competition among workers 
and selfish ness among employers brings a 
surplus of labor and starvation wages. 
Overproduction increases the surplus. 
Combines of employers, under the easy op- 
portunity of tariff laws, regulate produc- 
tion and the labor surplus is increased, 
Tramps are made andan army of unem- 
ployed is formed. 

The interference with the laws of trade 
and industry creates periodico depression. 
The wealth of the country is absorbed 
from its rightful owners and concentrated 
in the hands of a few persons. The army 
of the unemployed is thus increased and 
ita sufferings are intensified. Meanwhile 
the fact that legislation has created ap- 
parent prosperity and the campaign of fal- 
lacious reasoning in favor of prosperity . 
creating legislation fosters in the minds of 
the people the idea that there is no limit 
to the prosperity-creating power of the 
Government. The workingmen have been 
taught that the Government can make 
work and wages for them through legisla- 
tion. Thus the men thrown out of work 
are saturated with the delusion of pater- 
nalism. 

The fruits of a quarter of a century of 
protection are two armies hammering at 
the doors of Congress—one army of work- 
ingmen begging favors for their pampered 
masters and an army of unemployed de- 
manding largess from the public treasury.

THOSE CROP REPORTS. 


The explanation given out by the Bureau 
of Statistics concerning the anticipation 
of Government crop reports is ingenious, 
and perhaps true, but it will have to be 
made perfectly clear before it is accepted. 

It is said that the statistics are collected 
from 2,500 correspondents scattered all 
over the country, and areso distributed 
among theclerksin the bureau that not 
even the chief himself can tell two hours 
before publication what the averages will 
be. 

But how soon afterthe averages are as- 
certained are they published? Does the 
chief keep them for a day or a week locked 
up in his desk? Does his private secretary 
share the secret? Exact information touch- + 
ing this point is necessary. 

It is said, too, that one of the enterpris- 
ing concerns which seem to anticipate the 
Government report is composed of two 
men who were once clerks in the bureau 
and know the details of the work, But 
unless they havea very extensive corre- 
spondence bureau, as extensive, in fact, 
as the torce employed in the bureau in 
Washington on this work, they cannot 
calculate the averages more quickly. 
Besides they cannot well have the names 
of all the Government correspondents be- 
cause the departmen t employs only one o 
two in each State and those in turn 
employ others in the various counties 
whose names are not known. 

The explanation may be all right, but 
no explanation short of proof will be satis- 
factory. 

No LABOR disturbance of recent years 
can compare in importance with that of 
the great coal strike. It affects all the 
people and every branch of industrial and 
commercial activity. It may bring the 
pinch of distress into every home. It 
is a public calamity and if con- 
tinued would result in a cul- 
mination of distresses which would 
endangér the peace and strain the re- 
sources of thecountry.

Desperate Operation at the City Mospt- 
tal on Wm. Winn. 


At noon to-day the City Hospital staff, as- 
sisted by Dr. A. C. Robinson and Dr. Waldo 
Briggs, performed one of the most dificult 
and dangerous operations known to surgery. 
The head of a patient was opened, the 
brain laid dare and the temporal

Winn’s condition was very precarious, and 
no attempt could be made toremove the 
bullet. He aid well until Sunday, when he 
showed signs of falling. The temperature 
rose yesterday to a dangerous point, and Dr. 
Marks concluded that pus had gathered 
In the temporal lobe of the train. 
Nothing but a dificult bit of brain surgery, a 
Kii or cure operation, could save him and 
this was determined upon. The negro lay 
in a comatose condition for nearly twenty- 

ours.

By previous agreement the Democratic 
Judges voted toadjourn the meeting of the 
commission as soon as it was Called to order.

GREAT NORTHERN STRIKE, 


R. W. Goodwin States the Causes Which 
Precipitated It. 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 24.—R. W. Goodwin 
of Kalisspel, the organizer of the American 
Railway Union, who has been organizing 
lodges of that order all along the line of the 
Northern Pacific in this State, arrived in this 
city yesterday. Jointly with James Hogan o: 


Butte, an organizer, he ordered the strike on 
the Great Northern system, or rather they 
pass the word along the line that the strike 
had been ordered by more than two-thirds of 
the local unions on the system, as he says 
that is the only wayastrikecan be ordered 
according to the by-laws of the American 
Railway Union. The reasons for the strike, 
as told by Mr. Goodwin, are as follows: 

„„On April 10 General Superintendent Bryan 
ordered seventy-five wrecked cars and twu 
engines atthe Great Falls shops to be taken 
to the St. Cloud shops to be repaired, and he 
discharged thirty-seven men at the Great 
Falls shops. As no advantage to 
the road was apparent in this 
course, the men protested against the 
action and a committee of the workingmen, 
after considerable argument, obtained from 
Bryan a revocation of the order. That night 
he sentacipher dispatch tothe headguar- 
ters of the company stating what he had 
done, and saying that he was rushing mate- 
rial intothe smeltersso astoenable them 
to stand a siege of three weeks. 
He also suggested that the Northern Pacific 
be requested to handle the Great Northern’s 
perishable freight and live stock and urged 
General Manager Case to send raliroad men 
of all descriptions to Great Falls. The oper- 
ator into whose hands the dispatch’ was 
placed for transmission is a member 
of the American Rallway Union 
and hada cypher code at hand. He assumed 
that the company was contemplating a lock- 
out and notified the local union of the mes- 
sage sent. That body at once proposed a 
strike. Thequestion was submitted to all 
the unions of the system by wire and on 
Apes I at noon I and Hogan ordered the 
Strike,’’

Candidates Will Be Voted for by 1,705 
Dolegates—Nine Mominations Are to 
Pe Made—They Will Be Selected From 
Forty-Three Aspirants — General Fo- 
litical News. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 24.—Numerically 
the State Republican Convention to be held 
to-morrow in this city will be by far the 
largest ever held in the State. Seventeen 
hundred and fifteen delegates will vote tor 
the candidates, the largest previous conven- 
tion having comprised 1,200 delegates in 
round numbers. The increase in the num 
ber of delegates was deemed advisable in 
order to give the constituencies an oppor- 
tunity to express their choice more directly 
and to equalise more thoroughly the entire 
vote of the State. 

All the forces are now arrayed on the field 
of batile—inciuding delegates and candl- 
Gates, Not only is this true, but they have 
Deen here for thirty-six hours, and the Den!- 
son hotel on Pennsylvania avenue, the place 
that has been chosen as headquarters and 
where so many candidates have been created 
and where others have been irrevocably re- 
moved fromthe arena of indiana politics, 
has since Sunday night been a human hive. 

The nine offices for which candidates will 
be chosen are confronted with forty-three 
candidates. This, too, excels in number all 
previous records, The office of clerk of the 
Supreme Court heads the list with nine can- 
didates. Then comes the auditorship. In- 
dianapolis has three candidates for Attorney- 


General with apparently equal strength. 
They are Wiliiam A. Ketcham, Thos. Hanna, 
ex-Lieutenant-Governor, and William L.

he contest for Secretary of State is at- 
tracting the widest attention, as that office 
is regarded ascontaining greater possibiil- 
ties than any other and by precedent is the 
resting place just before gubernatorial hon- 
ors. Aconspicuous candidate for the office 
ig Aaron Jones of South Bend, who headed 
the ticket two years ago. Jones’ opponents 
say if he is nominated it means at least five 
id ticket’’ names, and this they do not 
want. 

Notwithstanding the unprecedented large 
Dumber of candidates, little lack of har- 
mony hasthusfar been observed, and the 
Candidates finally chosen will, the leaders 
say, poll the full party vote, and faction and 
Giscontent wil not result from faliure of any 
Domivation, 

The present programme cails for but two 
Speeches, and one of these will be by ex- 
President Benjamin Harrison. Ex-sSecretary 
of the Navy Kichard W. Thompson of Terre 
Haute will likely be chosen as president of 
the convention. His name, it is positively 
stated, will be presented for that honor, and 
it is not considered probabie that he will be 
opposed. Gen. Harrison is expected to make 
some remarks concerning natiooal affairs, 
and his close friends say that he will talk un- 
reservedly aud plainiy. 

The platform is causing much speculation. 
The committee will be engaged in its prepar- 
ation all of to-night. it will undoubtedly 
erraign both the state and National Admin. 
istration and condemn in strong terms the 
Democratic reapportionment of 1893. The A. 
F. A. will be considered by the committee 
by request of certain prominent Catholic 
Republicans, but whether it will be men- 
tioned in the platform is not certain.

“HONEST” DICK TATE. 


The Kentucky Ex freasurer Believed to 
Be Hovering About His Old Home. 


FRAMKFORT, Ky., April 24.—A few days ago 
@rumor was current in this city that ex- 
Treasurer of Kentucky, Richard Tate, who 
has been a fugitive for a6 den years, had been 
seen near Frankfort. This rumor was re- 
Vived to-day and given color of truth by the 
actions of some of the missing Treasurer's 
friends. About a year ago Mrs. Tate’s health 


began to fall, and she and her friends re- 
alized that heriliness was fatal. They also 
brought extraordinary pressure to bear upon 
the Goverhor fora pardon, the reason as 
signed being to permit the ex-Treasurer to 
return and see his wife before her death. 

About two weeks ago Mrs. late became 
very low and it was then that the mysterious 
movements of friends were noticed, which 
gave rise to the impression that Tate was in 
thecommunity. Mrs. Tate sent for Gov. 
Brown to call at her house, her object being 
tO Make a personalappeaito him for a re- 
Spite or pardon, that she might see her hus- 
band once more. ‘This request was pot 
granted, though pressed by others up to al- 
mostthe hour of Mrs. ‘iate’s death last 
week. The belief is that Tate was in con- 
Venient distance of his former home, and 
that bad the pardon been granted he would 
8 come to the bedside of his dying 
white. 

For twenty years after the war Tate was 
State Treasurer. Honest Diek Tate was 
known to every man, woman and child in 
Kentucky, and even yet the people who 
koew him best have more good words than 
il to say ot him, notwithstanding he isa 
Wanderer onthe face ofthe earth and out- 
Wed from his native State. In 1887 Tate de- 
faulted for $247,000, and since then it is popu- 
lar supposed he has been in Japan and 
Uma, His family have heard from him at 
intervals, and he has also corresponded with 
a limited number of close confidential aud 
former business friends.

This done, Mrs. Bernstein arranged with 
the trustee to allow herand her children to 
go to her old home in Berlin, Germany, and 
that the balance of the insurance money be 
forwarded to her when he could collect it. 
Tickets were purchased and the family de- 
parted, 

Through letters received here from Detroit, 
Mich., it now transpires that the Bernstein 
family, including the missing husband, 
**widow’’ and her children are now living in 
thatcity. Itis stated that action for traud 
will be begun. 


NEW CITY HALL GROUNDS. 


Must Be Kept Like a Park—The Ceurt- 
Heuse Grounds. 


At the next meeting of the City Hall Com- 
mission the question of laying out the 
grounds around the building will be taken up 
and discussed. The vacant space must ina 
measure be made to subserve the purposes of 
a park, forthe title by which the city holds 
the property is based on the assumption that 
itis devoted to park purposes. The new 


bullding is presumed to be only an improve- 
menttothe old Washington Park, and this 
idea the city fathers are und to bear con- 
stantly in mind, especially when they re- 
member that a suit is pending by the heirs 
to regain possession Of the land. 

The original plans for improving the space 
around the new City Hall called for a semi- 
elleptical driveway from Twelfth street to 
the mainentrance. Ashort fight of steps 
leads from the sidewalk to this darive- 
way, and then another flight leads from 
the footwalk at the other side of the road up 
to the main floor of the bullding. 

There are also two driveways from Thir- 
teenth street which run into the inner court 
of the building and two granitoid sidewalks 
leading to the entrances on Market street 
and Clark avenue respectively. 

The plans then called for granitoid walks, 
grass plats, trees, plants, etc., but nothing 
definite has been settled upon. 

Park Commissioner Fechter, in speaking of 
the matter to-day, said: Ot course the su- 
pervision of all that ouside spare will fall to 
my lot, and it the city will only give mea 
few dollars a yearmore than the parks are 
getting at present, I think I cam make the 
new City Hall surroundings both beautiful! 
and attractive. 

I shall surround the building of course 
with a fine line of shade trees, which can be 
obtained free of costatthe parks, the only 
expense being the transplanting. 

Then there should be at least fourto six 
handsome fiower-beds with the necessary 
ever-greens and shrubbery to set them of. 
Ithink there will be no difficulty in making 
the grounds Very attractive ifthey can oaly 
be kept so after being once laid out.“ 

What will be the dificulty?’’ 

Look at the Court- house Square. I pre- 
sume that it is supposed to be under my su- 
pervision, but What can I do with it without 
the necessary money? Ihe trees that once 
surrounded it are all gone,the iron fence 
removed, the fountain slut off, the old sun 
dial virtually abandoned to its fate, 
and the grass plats converted into beds 
for tramps. Two years ago I resodded 
all the open space around the building 
butitoniy had the effect of making them 
more attactive forthetramps and hordes of 
loungers who infest the place day and night. 
The Bullding Commissioner, however, has 
done nothing of late to make the building 
itself look clean, sothatthe grounds are in 
keeping with it. It is a disgrace tu the city, 
but nothing can be done without the neces- 
sary money to put things in shape, and then 
paying a man to keep them s0 with 
the aid of the police. It would be 
the same withthe new City Hall grounds in 
the course of a year or two unless watchmen 
are stationeG there to keep off the loungers 
and protect the grass and flowers.

M. Wilson, » Brakeman, to Be Taken 
Back to Cairo, III. 

Officer Hurley of the Central District this 
morning arresteckR. M. Wilson, a brakeman 
on the Mobile & Onio Railroad, at Broadway 
and Pine streets, on information 
that he was wanted at Cairo, 
In., on the charge of burglary. In 
February last, Wilson is accused of sending 
a telegram from Cairo, III., to the Southern 
Express Co.’s office at Russellville, Ark. 
purporting to come from J. W. Darnell, con- 
ductor of the Mobile & Ohio Road, requesting 
an advance of $40 at once. It is further 
alleged that Wilson presented himself to J. 
II. Pritchett, the agent of the Southern Ex- 
press Co. at Cairo, III., and was identified, it 
is said, as Conductor Darnell. As the latter 
is authorized at all times to draw on 
the southern kxpress Co. for money, 
the telegram to the Russellville 
office was at once recognized and the money 
paid over, itis said, to Wilson at the Catro 
end on the alleged fraudulent identification 
as Darnell. 

Wilson admits receiving the money and 
intends to return to Cairo without requisi- 
tion papers. He was formerly a brakeman 
under Conductor Darnell.

Settlement of Their Complication With 
the Government Expected Soon. 


ACTION IN CONGRESS AND THE COURTS 
MAY BRING IT ABOUT. 


The Government’s Proposition Helen 
Completed by Attorney- General Olney 
end Will Soon Be Submitted to Con- 
gress—Prominent Lawyers Who Are 
Employed in the Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—A final and 
early settlement of the Government’s long 
standing eomplications with the Pacific Rall- 
roads is confidently expected as a result of 
actlvity concerning the roads in Congress. in 
the courts and inthe executive departments. 
The investigation by the House Committee 
on Pacific roads has brought out the fact that 
all parties in interest are gradually merging 
toward a common ground of settlement, 
although they are still separated on detalis. 

The Government’s position has already 
been completed by Atty.-Gen. Olney and is 
being printed for the use of the Congres- 
sional Committee next Friday. It was in 
part drawn by ex-Gov. Hoadley, the Gor- 
ernment counsel. It was preceded also by 
conferences at the Department of Justice be- 
tween representatives of the Government 
and the Committee of the Reorganization of 
the Pacific Roads. Ex-Gov. Hoadley will ap- 
pear before this committee Friday to explain 
the merits of the settlement as proposed by 
the Government. 

Following this, on Tuesday next, the Union 
Pacific Committee on Reorganization will 
present their plan of settlement. Thus the 
Government’s plans and the railroads’ pian 
will be side by side for comparison. 

The vast interests involved in the transac- 
tion have interested men of more conspicu- 
ous note than those usually before Con- 


gress. The Union Pacific Committee 
on Reorganization has senator Brice at 
its head and is represented before the 
committee by Francis L. Stetson of New 
York, the former law partner of President 
Cleveland. Victor Morawetz of New York, 
representing the Holland bondholders, isa 
legal author of high standing. Frederick 
Coudert of New Tork, one of tne American 
counsel in the Behring sea case, is also inter- 
ested as government director. EX Gov. 
Hoadley and Ellery Anderson are among the 
other figures.

Rose Coghlan Produces 
New Play at the Olympic. 


A succession of society pictures suggestive 
of Du Maurier’s work in Punch, an atmos- 
phere of brilliant cynicisms strongly remi- 
niscent of Bulwer-Lytton’s now almost for. 
gotten Pelham, is encountered in Oscar 
Wilde’s new play, *‘‘A Woman of No Import- 
ance,’’ admirably presented at the Olynpie 
last night by Miss Rose Coghian, Mr. John T. 
Sullivan, and an excellent supporting com- 


pany. 

The story of the play is strong, and, in one 
respect, audaciously and characteristically 
original. Mr. Wilde has taken refreshing 
liberties with that familiar ‘‘stock’’ char- 
acter of the English drama, the wronged 
woman and husbandless mother. He has 
given ber backbone enough to refuse to be 
**righted’’ by the man who wronged her, to 
actually decline his offer of expiatory mar- 
marriage, coming twenty years after the 
birth of their hid. Throughout the greater 
part of the play she is the conventional be- 
trayed woman. Inthe last act Mr. Wilde’s 
leaning toward the French school of 
moral measurement is shown by 
his boldness in filling her with 
repulsing scorn and most un-English inne- 
pendence of her ‘‘betrayer,’’ contemptu- 
ously mentioning his last pleadirg visit as 
that of a man of no importance, as the 
dark curtain goes down on her story. 
that moment she has been the woman of 
no importance’’ from whom the play gets its 
title. That she rises above this classifica- 
tion is due to Mr. Wilde's disregard of Brit- 
ish standards of morality, and rules of 
social punishment. 

The fact that this woman’s son is also led 
to consent to his mother’s refusal to ‘‘legit- 
imatize’’ him when she thus spurns his fa-

This unusual and unexpected independence 
of wronged mother and nameless child isthe 
dramatic surprise of Wilde’s play. he ro- 
mainder ofits texture is a series of con- 
ventional scenes and 
people rescued from the 
place only by a general facility for 
much more characteristic of Mr. Wilde than 
of the society he is supposed to be depicting. 
The dialogue of A Woman of No Import- 
ance’’ is brilliant to a degree, people who 
talk as bis characters talk would have to lie 
awake o“ nights polishing their next day’s 
Witticisms as ‘‘improimptu’’ after-dinner 
Speakers do, At times in some ofthe 
drawing-room or toerrace- garden scenes 
there comes a general volley of 
sayings from all hands that would 
Suspicion in real life. It would 
thought that the opportunity for such a 
pecullarily unanimous fusillade has been de- 
liberately led up to by some one drilled be- 
forehand for that purpose. 

But this does not affect the ‘‘enjoyable- 
ness“ of hearing these bright things, 
although it does weaken the draimatic truth 
of Mr. Wilde’s work. The audience last 
night was treated to a rare presentation of 
the best work of the leading English 
@pigrammatist of his day. That the 
epixrammatist is also a poet on 
occasion was shown in the lines of some of 
the stronger scenes, notably that of Mrs 
Arbuthnot’s appeal to her son to remain 
**the child of her shame’’ despite the offer of 
his father to make her his wite an give the 
boy his name. The result of this mingling of 
epigram and poetic fire is an intellectual 
treat ofa rather refined order, It keens the 
mind on a pleasantly alert strain for several 
hours. But it does not leave behlnd the 
memory of any particularly forceful dramatic 
effects. 

In the character of Mrs. Arbuthnot Miss 
Coghlan has nodemands made upon her save 
those for quiet work that may sugywest re 
serve force.

Police Officers Dismissed for Blackmail 
ing Gamblers and Others. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 24.—A sensation 
has been brewing in police circles here for 
several weeks, it having been known that 
the Board of Police Commissioners had un- 
der quiet investigation a large number of 
policemen suspected of corrupt methods.

A CORSICAN PATRIOT. 


Tries to Stir His Islanders to Revolt 
Against the french. 


From the London Daily News. . 

A Corsican named Simoncelli has been tried 
before the assizes of Marseilles on the criml- 
nal charge of attempts against the safety of 
the State. A couple of years ago the de- 
fendant founded at Marseilles a paper, La 
Corse, toadvocate Separatist views among 


his countrymen. i 
His idea was to make Corsica independent 


under the joint protectorate of England, 
Italy and the United States. His paper vege- 
tated, and the authorities did not think it 
worth while to notice it. The other day he 
published an address alleged to have been 
received froma group of Corsican patriots, 
but in point of fact, as the prosecution 
thinks, fabricated by himself, The drift of 
this proclamation may de gathered from the 
following passage: 

„With you we will meet, if necessary, the 
French bayonets. We will not abide that 
nation any longer. We repudiate these 
Frenchman who treat us Hke Dahomeyan 
natives. Up with the standard of deliver- 
ance—the Corsican standard. 

„„Let us take the law into our own hands 
since there is no law for us On the part ofa 
Government whose sole endeavor Is to popu- 
larige checktakers by the most monstrous 
means. Enough of the tyrannical yoke that 
weighs so heavily on Corsica. Let us refuse 
to pay taxes and toenter the arm, and let us 
dig the trenches which are to be our bul- 
warks against our most dangerous enemies, 
the French. We swear upon the heads of 
our children that no one of us will desert his 
post until we have cleared away tuese mi- 
crobes who have kept us enthralled for 
twelve years. Long live the Corsica of 
Paola, the free Corsica!’’ 

Simoncelll, who conducted his own de- 
tense, was found guilty and sentenced to 
the maximum penalty of turee years’ im- 


prisonment. 


Cruelty to ea Lion. 

A lion tamer bas been brought into court 
by the Royal Soclety for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals of London oa the charge 
of *‘cruelly beating, Ul-treating and tortur- 
ing a certain animal, to-wit, a lion.’’

Legislative Sedalia’s 


Russian Images. 


From the London Daily News. 

The manufacture of ikons, the sacred im- 
ages so universally venerated by the ortho- 
dox Russians, forms a very considerable 
household industry in the Governments of 
Viadimir and Kursk, where from 1,500,000 to 
2,000,000 ikons are yearly producea. These 
images are painted on me- tree, alder and 
aspen boards, by boys, giris, adults and oid 
men. Each family of four to five workers 
produces annually not fewer than 38,000 
ikons, the total earnings deing from 20 to 
400 rubles a year. 

The ikona is painted by one workman, as in 
the Government of Kursk, or it goes succes- 
sively to many, as practiced in the Govern- 
ment of Viadimir. Io the latter case the 
first workman only lays the ground on the 
boards; another paints the faces; the third, 
the hands and drapery, while the fourth 
writes the superscriptions, and soon. Some-

Shipments to Kurope— Weather end 
Orop Conditions—Items of Interest. .

Another low- price record was made for the 
—— wheat market to-day, Dut the 
was surprised to observe that 
further decline in the value 
wheat aia not bring out 
large quantity of wheat for 
The fact appeared to be that about 
all the longs had been run in here who 
could be, It was also believed the local mar- 
ket was sold to a standstill. The crowd 
of professional traders have been Dear- 
ish almost to a man, and have been 
selling short and keeping short ever since 
May left 60c In this its latest downward slide: 
They have been expecting enough liquida- 
tion by the longs to smash May some day 
and then they could come in and pick up 
their wheat and their profts at their leisure. 
To-day did not see a red flag sale 
nora smash in prices. The lowest prices 
reached were duc tor May and 55%c for July, 
and the first trades in the pit were at these. 
The close was considerably above these 
rates, and some of the shorts ap- 
peared to believe they had miscalled 
their hands. The liquidation in Chicago dia 
not develop either, and late advices from 
that market were the crowd had oversold 
themselves, and in trying to get their wheat 
back put the market up. 

Last week's ‘‘Baltic ports’’ shipments of 
wheat prove to be very large, as predicted in 
this column yesterday. They were the 
largest ever known for one week for these 
ports, amounting to 5,680,000 bu, thus exceed- 
ing the week before by 1,600,000 Du and 
corresponding week last year by 
4,240,000 bu. Most of this wheat 
was undoubtedly shipped from the 
Argentine, as Russia is exporting only mod- 
erately just now and Australia very little. 
The total amount shipped last week by ad 
countries to Europe reached the heavy total 
of 8,768,000 bu, or 1,590,000 bu in excess of 
Eurepean ‘estimated requirements. The 
week before 6,155,000 bu was shipped and one 
year ago 5,128,000 bu. Since Jan. 1, wheat 
shipmentsto Europe have amounted to 93,- 
696,000 bu, against 80,587,000 bu for same 
period last year. 

These low prices are doing some good. They 
are attractive enough to the foreign and do- 
mestic buyers to cause them totake hold 
freely once more. Yesterday’s exporters 
took Between 40 and 60 loads in New York 
and 290,000 bu in Chicago, andthis morning 


60,000 bu No 2 red was taken here for barge 
loading and export. Well, itis a great deal 
better to have a clearing sale, evenif itis at 
sacrifice prices, and clean out the old stocks, 
thao carry them into another season, 

This morning's cables showed declines in 
wheat at Liverpool, red winter being off 1d, 
but they also noted more demand, a private 
cable reporting a steady milling demand.
